Likeas, 
We do hereby Disband them, and appoint them to Retire to their reſpe&ive Dwellings, with full aſſurance to them, that care ſhall be taken ' 
indue time for their having their Pay, if any ſhall be found due to them, And We do further Prohibite and Diſcharge, all Perſons in time 
coming tg take Arms, or to continue in Arms upon any Pretence whatſoever, without a Commiſſion, or an expreſs Order from Us, 
Excepting from what is above Written, Likeas, We do hereby Except the Gariſons of the Fortrefſes, £$nd the Company of Foot 
entertained by the Town of Edinburgh, for the Guard of the ſaid Town, whom We do appoint to continue in the Exerciſe of their Du- 
ty. (they being Proteſtants ) in the ſaids Gariſons and: Town. ' Apd whereas, ſeveral Roman Catholicks have been, and-are fill in the
